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HUMBLE PETITION 


TO THE 


Moſt Excdlent Majeſty. 


For a Pacification bet ween His Majeſty and both Houſes. Asit was delivered 


| by the Lord of Holland to His Majeſty at Beverly, on Saturday, 
July 16, 16 4 2. 


- Mayit pleaſe your Majeſty, 
Ltbough we Your Majeſties moft humble and faithfull Subjeas, the Lords and Commens in 
. Parliament Afembled, have been very unhappy 1n many former Petitions and Supplicatiens to. 
Your Majefty,wherein we have repreſented our moſt dutifull Aﬀe&tions, in adviſing and defiring 
thoſe things which we held moſt neceſſary for the preſervationof Gods true Religion, Your Ma- 
jeſties ſafety and Honour, and the peace of the Kingdome ; And with much ſorrow doe perceive, 
That Your Majeſy,incens'd by many falſe Calumnies. and Slanders, doth continue to raiſe forces againſt ns, 
and Your other peaceable and loyall Subjects, and to make great preparations for War, both in the Kingdom, 
- and from beyond the Sea532nd by Arms and violence to over-rule the Judgement and Advice of Your ron 
Councell,and by force to determine the CASOn: there depending, concerning the Government and Liberty 
| of the Kingdome: yet ſuch is onr earneſt delire of diſcharging our dury rv Tour Majeſty and the Kingdome, to 
preſerve the peace thereof,and to prevent the miſeries of Civill War amongft your SubjeRs : That gotwith- 
ſtanding we holdour ſelves bound to uſe 21! che meanes and power, which by the Lawes and Conſtitutions of 
chis Kingdom we zre trufted with, for def:nce and prote@ion thereof, and of the SubjeQs from force and vio- 
fence ; We do in this our humble and loyall Petition proftrate our ſelves at Your Majeſties feet, beſeeching 
your Majeſty, That you will be pleaſed to forbeare, and remove all Preparations and Actions of War, particu- 
farly the forces from about H#?, from Newra{tle, Tyumouth, Lincoln, and Lincolnſhire, ang all other places; And 
that Your Majeſty will recall the Commiffions of Array, which are illegal! ; Diſmiſſe Troops, and extraordi- 
Guirds by you raiſed; That Your Mijeſty will come neerer to your Parliament;and hearken to their faichfull 
Advice, and humble Petitions,which ſhall onely tend to the defence and adyancement of Religion, Your owne 
Royall Honour and ſafety,the preſervation of our Lawes and Liberties ; And we have been, and ſhall ever be 
carefull to prevent and puniſh al Tumults,and feditious Attions,Speeches,and Wrirings,which may give Your 
Majeſty juſt cauſe of diſtaſte or apprehenſien of danger. That Your Majeſty will leave delinquents tothe due 
courſe of Juſtice; And that nothing done or ſpoken in Parliament,or by any Perſon in purſuance of the Com- 
mands and Dire&tions of both Houſes of Parliament, be queſtio::ted any where, bur in Parliamens. 

And we,for our Parts,ſhall be ready to lay down all thoſe prepirarione, which we have been forced to make 
for our defence. And for the Town of Hu, and the Ordinance concerning the 4C/1te4, as we have in both 
theſe particulzrs, only ſought the preſervation of the Peace of the Kingdom,and the defence of the Parliament, 
from force and violence: So we ſhall moſt willingly leave rhe Town of Hut in the ſtate it was before Sir Fehz 
Hotham drew any forces into it, delivering Your Majeſties M:gazine into Your Tower of London, and ft 
preſſing whatſoever hath been diſpoſed by us for the ſervice of the Kingdom. We ſhall be ready to ſettle the 
Mitlitiaby a Bill, in ſuch a way,as ſhill be Honorable and ſafe for Your Majeſty, meſt :greeable to the Duty 
of Parliament,and effeQtuall for the good of the Kingdom ; That the ſtrength thereof be not imployed againft 

jt ſelfe ; audrhat which ought to be for our ſecurity, applyed toour deſtruction: And that the Parliament, and 

thoſe who profeſle and defire ftill to preſerve the Proteftant Religion, both in this Realme and in Ireland, may 
not be left naked,1nd indefenſible,to the miſchevous defignes, and cruell attempts of thoſe, who are the profeſt 
and confederate enemies thereof,in Your Majefties Dominions, and other Neighbour Nations. To which, if 
Your Majefties Courſes and Councels ſhall fram henceforth concur, We doubr not but we ſhall quickly make 
tt appeare to the World,by the moſt eminent effe&s of Loye and Duty, That Your Majeſtics perſonall ſafety, 
Your Royall Honour and Greatnefle are mach deerer to us then our owne Lives and Forttines, which we doe 
moſt heartily Dedicate,and ſhall moft willingly imploy for the ſupport and maintenance thereof.
